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Call to cull Vicious seagulls 7 


“VICIOUS seagulls” have become a health and 
safety hazard in Lyme Regis, regularly attacking 
passers-by, including young children, and 
snatching the food from al-fresco diners on the 
seafront. 

These were the sentiments of Sidmouth Road resident 
Vicky Norman who made an impassioned and hard-hit¬ 
ting plea at last week’s meeting of Lyme Regis Town 
Council to find a solution to a problem causing great dis-

tress to traders and visitors. Mrs Norman pulled no 
punches in condemning the council for not doing any¬ 
thing about the problem, stating: “I am sorry that this is 
a pretty bad indictment of what we have allowed to hap¬ 
pen in this town over the last few years.” 

Mrs Norman said she and her husband Tony had been 
highlighting the problem of herring gulls since 2009 but 
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■ THE HERRING GULL - now a "vicious" health and 
safety hazard causing mayhem on the seafront with 
regular attacks on children and adults 
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there had been no help from the council. She had been 
featured in the local press and had written about a possi¬ 
ble solution to the problem. 

Mrs Norman said she had spoken to town clerk Mike 
Lewis about the situation and he had said it was a matter 
for West Dorset District Council but they were “seem¬ 
ingly” unable to do anything about it. 

She told the council: “Because of this I have decided to 
try and take up this problem for the traders who have no 
one who wants to help them because they are too busy to 
do it for themselves and the gulls are becoming a health 
and safety hazard.” 

Mrs Norman, who has emphasised that she wants to 
find a humane solution to the problem, said she had vis¬ 
ited all the food outlets at the Cobb hamlet and all, with 
the exception of one or two smaller ones, had said “some¬ 
one please help”. 

Call for cure 

Mrs Norman continued: “Many of them are losing rev¬ 
enue. For example, steak has been snatched off plates be¬ 
fore they even get to the tables along with coffee being 
filled with gull mess when the customer has drunk it be¬ 
fore noticing it. 

“When customers leave their tables the gulls descend 
and break countless items of china and glass ware, all of 
which has to be replaced. Many of the traders have had 
to buy umbrellas to keep the birds off.” 

Mrs Norman called for an immediate cure to the prob¬ 
lem as the gulls were getting “ever more vicious”. 

“It will end by children receiving horrific injuries if a 
mass attack occurs while children are enjoying eating on 
the beach. 

“I have seen children having a lovely time eating ice 
cream surrounded by about five gulls. If one gull bolder 
than the rest attacked a child there would be a feeding 
frenzy by the others and there could be serious injury in¬ 
flicted.” 

Mrs Norman said she had evidence of a two-year-old 
being attacked in July and had many other instances of 
“gull predations”. 

Hurt by birds 

She said the lifeguards had told her that people had been 
coming to their position on the beach having been as¬ 
saulted and hurt by the birds. 

Speaking to the traders she had found some who would 
be prepared to contribute to introducing flying birds of 
prey on the beach during the busy months, adding: “Be¬ 
cause these wretched birds are protected we cannot cull, 
but if it is possible that would be the best answer. The fly¬ 
ing of Harris hawks and other large raptors will frighten

the gulls and drive them away. It would be less traumatic 
for children to watch a possible downing of a gull by a 
raptor than being assaulted by a huge bird for your ice 
cream.” 

Mrs Norman said she had taken a census of 57 people 
on the beach and ascertained that 73 per cent had not seen 
the WDDC signs on the Cart Road asking people not to 
feed the gulls. 

She continued: “As far as I am aware the no-feed ban 
is not enforced on a proper basis so a byelaw might be a 
good idea and then the notices could be a little less po¬ 
lite. 

“If you do approach people seen to feed the gulls you 


get filthy looks and rude replies. Patrols on the front 
might be able to prevent feeding and we could use vol¬ 
unteers for this.” 

Mrs Norman said there were several ways of dealing 
with the problem, including hawk profiles on an auto¬ 
matic revolving pole which can be fixed on buildings and 
used in conjunction with raptor flying. 

Mrs Norman also advocated every household in town 
being issued with gull proof bags as a matter of urgency, 
as holidaymakers and residents who went away for a few 
days usually put out their refuse where gulls could get at 
it before the refuse collections. 

Mrs Norman concluded her statement by saying: “I 
hope we can get this show on the road before the Marine 


Shocked by 'antipathy' to planning 


MEMBERS of the Lyme Regis Society have deplored 
town councillors’ “unwillingness” to attend Planning and 
Highways Committee meetings. 

The town council received a letter from Mollie Spencer, 
a leading member of the Lyme Regis Society, which aims 
to protect the architectural and natural beauty of the town, 
following a recent report in the View From Lyme Regis 
about the council’s plans to reduce Planning and High¬ 
ways Committee members, as so few regularly attended 
meetings. 

Mrs Spencer wrote: “We are all shocked at a report in 
the local paper concerning the unwillingness of your 
council to attend Planning Committee meetings. 

“It is important that planning applications are closely 
and decisively monitored to ensure nothing is passed 
which would prejudice the beauty of Lyme Regis. 

“Surely your council has collective responsibility to pay 
close attention to all matters arising in the town? The idea 
of reducing the planning quorum is very worrying. Who 
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will speak for the town if its elected representatives are 
silent?” 

At last week’s full council meeting, councillors dis¬ 
cussed reducing the Planning and Highways Committee 
membership from 14 to 10, resulting in the number of 
members needed to make a quorum being four instead of 
five. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued against reducing the 
membership. She said if numbers were reduced she 
thought there should be an overall review of committees, 
adding: “Members knew what they were taking on and I 
believe they owe it to the people of the town to attend 
meetings.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: “If one or two members 
are finding it difficult to cope the best thing to do is to re¬ 
duce numbers. What we are in danger of doing at the mo¬ 
ment is putting things off because we don’t have enough 
members at meetings to make decisions.” 

Councillor Mark Gage argued that it was not a council¬ 
lor’s duty to “attend as many meetings as possible”, and 
said it was better to attend meetings where they felt they 
could make a positive contribution. 

Chairman of the Planning and Highways Committee, 
Councillor Anita Williams, said: “Let’s do the sensible 
thing and make sure we can put our views forward.” 

It was decided that Councillors Daryl Turner and 
George Symonds would step down, as they were unable 
to attend the Planning and Highways Committee meet¬ 
ings because of their input at district council level. Coun¬ 
cillors Mark Gage and Barbara Austin also offered to 
stand down to bring the number of members to 10.

Parade becomes a no-go area for eating in peace.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, told Mrs Norman 
that many people in the town shared her concerns. She 
reminded councillors that local window cleaner and fire 
chief Virgil Turner was given permission to shoot gulls 
but this had resulted in many complaints. However, she 
hoped a satisfactory solution could be found. 

District councillor Daryl Turner said there was no legal 
requirement on WDDC to deal with the problem but they 
could grant special licences for action to be taken. He said 
that qualified falconers could be engaged but this could 
cost between £30,000 and £40,000 per annum. 

Councillor Turner confirmed that his brother Virgil had 
been given a licence to shoot the gulls but it was a “very 
emotive subject” and it had caused a lot of problems. 

He added that it was West Dorset’s view that it would 
be very expensive, but they could commission a study 
into the problem at a cost of £1,000. 

Councillor George Symonds, who also serves on the 
district council and runs a business on Marine Parade, 
confirmed there had been many attacks by seagulls on 
young children on the seafront. 

“This is an on-going problem and we need to see if we 
can do something about it,” he said. “It is time Lyme 
Regis Town Council looked into this.” 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin said she had seen falcons fly¬ 
ing in but then being chased out again by a “multitude of 
gulls”. 

Councillor Mark Gage said there was no simple answer 
but he was prepared to take the matter to the Strategy and 
Policy Committee for consideration. 

He accepted that “the population of seagulls in Lyme 
Regis is unnaturally large”. 

Councillor Rikey Austin pointed out that using a special 
contraceptive had been very successful in dealing with 
the problem in London. 


A PUBLIC meeting has been called in Lyme Regis 
inviting local organisations to get involved in the 
celebration of the Queen's Diamond Jubilee in 2012.

The Hub is on target 
for opening and why 
it needs admin help 


THE new Hub youth club project in Lyme 
Regis is on schedule for opening next 
month, town councillors have been told. 

During a debate at a recent council 
meeting when further financial assistance 
for The Hub was considered and ap¬ 
proved, questions where asked as to why 
the youth club was not already open. 

At last week’s meeting of the full coun¬ 
cil, Wendy Davies, chairman of Lyme 
Regis Development Trust, used the public 
forum session to dismiss the claim and to 
make a statement on issues raised during 
the original debate. 

Before doing so, Mrs Davies thanked 
the town council for their “great commit¬ 
ment” to Lyme’s young people and the 
support they were giving to The Hub. 

Mrs Davies pointed out that the impres¬ 
sion was given in the council minutes and 
press reports that the project was running 
behind schedule. 

She told councillors: “This is both un¬ 
true and very unfair to the staff and vol¬ 
unteers who have not only delivered all 
that LRDT promised but much, much 
more besides.” 

And she continued: “So let’s set the 
record straight. We have consistently 
given September as the likely start date for 
the roof works thanks to highways re¬ 
straints. 

“In the meantime we have not only dealt 
with unforseen problems, as reported by 
Councillor Gage (chairman of the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee), but have 
raised £60,000 from the People’s Mil¬ 
lions. 

“Yes, we had tremendous support and 
help from the community to publicise the 
need to vote and the actual voting number, 
but staff and volunteers put in zillions of 
hours writing both the first and second 
stage bids and gathering all the technical 
information required. 

“Everything is on schedule to move In- 


SPARation Cafe activities in to the ground 
floor in September with 12 young people 
giving up two evenings a week to work 
there.” 

Mrs Davies also addressed concerns ex¬ 
pressed by some councillors about the in¬ 
clusion in the budget for a day’s pay for 
ongoing management. 

She said: “I would like to put this in the 
contest of the 500-600 hours spent on The 
Hub by trust personnel since we formally 
took ownership last September, most of it 
without pay, and the fact that we will con¬ 
tinue to be contributing at least a day a 
week of voluntary time, but especially 
during the refurbishments, in order to con¬ 
tinue providing both high-level co-ordi¬ 
nation and management of the details for 
a full five days a week, the trust needs 
compensation for at least some of this 
time.” 

Community control 

Mrs Davies also expressed pleasure that 
the council was considering becoming a 
partner in The Hub project, explaining 
that the trust had said from the start that 
any future governance arrangement must 
involve continued community control to 
prevent a repeat of what had happened in 
the past - “what better way than giving 
bodies such as the town council ex-officio 
roles as appropriate in whatever gover¬ 
nance structure is devised”. 

Mrs Davies also noted the town coun¬ 
cil’s interest in appointing two councillors 
to Lyme Regis Development Trust. She 
said they welcomed the possibility of a 
closer working relationship but pointed 
out that their constitution did not allow for 
ex-officio trustees. 

However, if the council felt it was an ap¬ 
propriate way forward the trust would be 
pleased if town clerk Mike Lewis and the 
two appointed councillors attended their 
next meeting on September 13 th to exam¬ 
ine the possibilities. 


Hub decision goes back 
to committee because 
councillors failed to 
declare correct interest 


THE decision by Lyme Regis Town 
Council to enter into a service agreement, 
which included further financial support 
for The Hub youth club, has been sent 
back to the Stategy and Policy commit¬ 
tee. 

The decision was made at last week’s 
full council meeting after it emerged that 
the two councillors who proposed the 
resolution, commitee chairman Mark 
Gage and Councillor Lucy Campbell, had 
not declared the apprropriate interest in 
the subject being discussed. 

Councillor Gage is chairman of The 
Hub’s development group and Councillor 
Campbell is employed by LymeNet, 
which is mn by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, owners of The Hub building. 

The fact that they had both declared a 
personal but not preferential interest when 
the original debate took place came to 
light after the councillors received train¬ 
ing on procedural matter from Roger 
Green, who is West Dorset District Coun¬ 


cil’s assistant legal officer. 

At last Wednesday’s meeting Councillor 
Gage said he would take no part in the de¬ 
bate and leave the council chamber when 
the resolution came before the council 
later. 

Councillor Campbell said that following 
the training session she thought the reso¬ 
lution would have to be proposed and sec¬ 
onded again and she too would leave the 
room when this happened. 

When the recommendation was consid¬ 
ered for resolution Councillors Gage and 
Campbell left the room, as did Councillor 
Anita Williams because she is a develop¬ 
ment trust volunteer. 

Councillors Terry O’Grady, chairman of 
The Hub fundraising group, and Council¬ 
lor Lorna Jenkin, a member of the Devel¬ 
opment Tmst, recorded personal interests. 

Mayor Sally Holman proposed that the 
motion be sent back to the Strategy and 
Policy Committee, seconded by Council¬ 
lor Michaela Ellis and approved.

At the original application in autumn 2008, the Lyme 
Regis Society, together with a few neighbours, objected 
strongly on the basis of two of West Dorset’s own plan¬ 
ning policies which are: 

Policy DA5: a building must respect its relationship 
with its surroundings in terms of scale and position, mass 
and bulk - and be in harmony. 

Policy HS7: replacement dwellings outside the Defined 
Development Boundary but in the AONB must not be sig¬ 
nificantly larger than the original. 

Alas in the interpretation of significantly we have to rely 
on the Planning Officers’ judgement. And you can see the 
result, to which there is no appeal. 

Though it’s too late to get anything done about Pine 
Walk that doesn’t mean there’s nothing we can do at the 
next inappropriate proposal. We know that WDDC does 
take into account the number and strength of objections, 
so next time, don’t despair, don’t shrug and leave it to 
someone else to object. Pick up your pen - and better 
still join the Lyme Regis Society, founded in 1934 to pro¬ 
vide just such a safeguard.

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Inspired by the local landscape 


IN a series of interviews leading to Lyme Regis Arts- 
Fest 2011 (September 17th to 25th), Anthea Sim¬ 
mons uncovers some of the fascinating back stories 
behind a selection of artists participating in Arts- 
Fest. This week she meets well-known local artist, 
LYNDA WHITE. 


■ WHAT is the history of your involvement in the arts? 

I grew up on a farm near King's Nympton, North Devon, 
have always felt a deep affinity with the landscape and 
drew and painted as a child. I went on to train as a teacher 
of art and design at St Luke's in Exeter. As part of the course, 
I made special studies of Samuel Palmer and Caspar David 
Friedrich. Their work really inspired me and my passion for 
landscape painting was born! 

I had a successful degree show selling work and gaining 
commissions, and I also picked up an award from Bill Toop 
Rl soon after graduating. This made me feel that I could 
pursue a career in painting alongside teaching. I had my 
first solo show at Salisbury Arts Centre in 1981 and ever 
since I have combined exhibiting with teaching. Nowadays 
I teach adult classes, run workshops and give demonstra¬ 
tions. I have had work hung in numerous group exhibitions 
including selective shows at the Mall and Westminster Gal¬ 
leries in London. I've participated in Dorset Art Weeks since 
2002. 

When I left college, I was painting really small acrylics, in¬ 
credibly detailed work with a minute brush.They took ages 
to produce and were more like illustrations really. Then I 
took up watercolour and that really helped me to loosen 
up. I did courses in pastel, egg tempera and oils. All these 
courses helped set me up to teach different painting tech¬ 
niques to adults. Research for teaching often informs my 
work. For example, I got into mixed media as a result of 
being asked to do a demonstration in the style of Mike 
Bernard, so I had to experiment with mixing collage and 
acrylic and that's still a big feature of my current work, 
which is in the Grove Gallery in Honiton at the moment. 

■ WHO or what inspires you? 

Like a lot of artists around here, it's the landscape. I do a lot 
of walking, absorbing everything around me. I like trying 
different techniques and approaches to painting and my 
work includes both semi-abstract and representational 
landscapes. I've mentioned Samuel Palmer as a key influ¬ 


ence, but more contempo¬ 
rary sources of inspiration 
would include John Blockley, 

Ray Evans, Moira Huntly, 

Mike Bernard and Kurt Jack- 
son for his wonderful 
seascapes. 

■ IF you had to be locked 
up in a gallery for a week¬ 
end and were allowed any 
work of art, what would 
you choose? 

I have not been to the Ash- 
moleum in Oxford since it 
was refurbished so I'd love to 
go there - all those Samuel 
Palmers! And then I'd spend 
time gazing at John Ruskin's 
teaching collection. 

I would love to own 
Samuel Palmer's "A Hilly 
Scene". It's tiny, only 8" by 5" 
but there is so much in it and 
it's hard to believe that it isn't 
a modern work because it has such a contemporary feel. It 
has the most amazing abstract qualities and extraordinary 
marks. I would also like a nice, big Kurt Jackson seascape. 
That would be really uplifting. 

■ WHAT is the highlight of your career to date? 

Having admired Michael Morgan's work since before he 
was famous, I was truly flattered when the image of one of 
my paintings featured alongside one of his, in an exhibition 
catalogue of the Southwest Academy of Fine and Applied 
Arts recently. And there was a drawing by one of the orig¬ 
inal ruralist group members on the same page. 

Dorset Art Weeks exhibitions have been high points too. 
Painting is such a solitary activity. We are all tucked away 
in our studios, out of sight producing the work. It is so en¬ 
couraging to have visitors seek you out and give positive 
feedback. 

■ HOW long have you been involved in ArtsFest? 

Since it started back in 2003. Sally Holman approached me

and asked me to run a workshop so I did that and exhibited 
too. I had an open studio for a couple of years when I lived 
in Uplyme. There were a few of us up there so we did get 
people visiting, though it is quite hard to get people to 
travel beyond Lyme. 

■ WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's Arts¬ 
Fest? 

As far as events go, I am intrigued by Hugh Dunford Wood's 
Collino printing workshop and will definitely book in for 
that. And I am going to seize the opportunity to see "The 
French Lieutenant's Woman" at the cinema. It's ages since I 
saw that. 

As for the event itself, I just love the sense of camaraderie. 
ArtsFest gets us out of our garrets and we get to do stuff 
together. It's an amazing group and I really like the inclu- 
sivity. We've got some really accomplished artists but also 
some gifted administrators and people with other skills, 
like writing or website design, who give their talents to 
benefit others. It's really wonderful. Art can be very cele¬ 
bratory and ArtsFest is definitely about sharing.

T he Bridport Carnival will take place on 
Saturday August 20th the procession will 
form up in St Swithins Road during the 
afternoon. From this point numerous vehicles 
will be located in and around this area prior to 
the parade formally beginning at approxi¬ 
mately 7.30pm. For this to happen safely and 
to allow the parade to manoeuvre, there will 
be a no parking enforcement in this area from 
approximately midday onwards in St Swithins 
and other adjacent streets. I ask that residents 
and visitors move their vehicles and park else¬ 
where for the duration of the event. The only 
access that will be granted will be for vehicles 
in the procession, emergency vehicles and ac¬ 
cess for residents of St Swithuns. 

During the procession stewards will be ac¬ 
companying the floats and walk along side the 
vehicles involved in the procession to allow 
donations to be given. I ask that spectators 
stay back from the road and ensure any young 
persons are kept under supervision and keep 
back and not to risk going near moving vehi¬ 
cles.

The parade will then continue to the 
East Beach car park in West Bay and culminate 
with a fireworks display in the same area. Fam¬ 
ilies of all ages attend to join in with this an¬ 
nual event in the Bridport calendar.

However cleaning your toi¬ 
lets on a regular basis can 
make all the difference. 

Using Cistern blocks which 
can be less than £1.00 for 
two can be very effective in 
cleansing toilet bowls pro¬ 
viding they are replenished 
on a weekly basis, although 
you could possibly get away 
with every two or three 
weeks. 

Using toilet cleaner 
around the toilet bowl just 
once a day and scrubbing 
with the toilet brush will also 
make a big difference if in 
combination with the use of 


cistern blocks. You could also 
use toilet bowl cleaner in uri¬ 
nals like described above as 
well. 

Another important thing 
to remember is to clean your 
toilet brush also. If you do 
not then it will soon become 
dirty and contaminated with 
germs, it will also collect 
dirty water which may well 
smell after time. 

Sinks, mirrors, and, tiles, 
should not be neglected 
also. You don't necessarily 
need to do this every day 
but make sure that it is done 
enough to keep it consis¬ 
tently looking presentable 
for the people who may use 
your toilets. Remember if a 
important customer or visi¬ 
tor to your house or busi¬ 
ness was to see your toilet it 
would reflect you as an indi¬ 
vidual or business and could 
be to your detriment.

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LIVESTOCK SMASH RECORDS AT DORSET COUNTY SHOW 


THE Dorset County Show is set for a blockbuster year after 
being flooded with record-breaking entries in the pigs and 
sheep classes. 

Organisers are delighted after receiving the biggest ever 
number of pig entries. Over 100 pigs, including lots of the 
popular kune-kune breed, have been entered into the 
classes this year. Sheep entries have also set a new record, 
with 825 animals competing across 25 classes. 

Dorset County Show secretary Sam Mackenzie-Green 
said she was very pleased and looking forward to a tremen¬ 
dous weekend in Coker's Frome, Dorchester, on Saturday 
3 September and Sunday 4 September. 

'We're so excited that farming in Dorset is holding up so 
well during the recession. We also have a really strong entry 
for cattle - entries this year are nudging towards the 300 
mark, with 52 Devon cattle entries. Farm produce is going 
well, with the grain tent getting lots of entries this year. And 
of course trade stands are going to be a record, as they are 
up 10 per cent on last year.' 

Committees that organise other agricultural shows in the 
county are also reporting a record-breaking year for live¬ 
stock entries, particularly in the sheep classes. 


Melplash Show Secretary, Lucy Hart, said:'Numbers are 
up on last year. Sheep entries have gone mad, with some 
really good rare and primitive breeds. We've got Shetlands, 
North Ronaldsays, Manx Loaghtan, Hebridean, Wensley- 
dale and Dartmoors, as well as a lovely selection of rare and 
very strong texels.' 

Gillingham and Shaftesbury Show Secretary, Sam Brad- 
dick, said: 'Our sheep entries are way up. They have been 
going up every year, but this year we have got 50 or 60 
more than usual - that's a rise of 15%.' 

Chairman of the Dorset NFU, Robert Lasseter, said:'The 
record entries for livestock classes across the board at our 
three agricultural shows in Dorset is really exciting. It's ev¬ 
idence of more interest in agriculture generally, and in par¬ 
ticular, where our food comes from. 

'It shows Dorset's farming community pulling together. 
There are more smallholders, many with rare breeds of live¬ 
stock, all taking an interest. There is also the'Adam Henson 
effect,'with Countryfile now boasting higher viewing fig¬ 
ures than Eastenders. 

'It's all evidence that farming is an exciting way of life, and 
agriculture offers lots of varied and rewarding careers. Our 
three shows in the county are our showcase for 
everything agricultural, so they are definitely 
the place to go if you want to know more and 
get involved!' 

Dorset County Show organisers have made 
the decision to freeze the cost of tickets. Ad¬ 
vance tickets cost £10 for adults, or £13 on the 
gates. Kids and dogs go free. Car parking is still 
free.

"None of the sectors are alike", continues the driver 
from Alsace."There are three very distinct parts with the 
military camp, the vines and the country roads. 

"Generally speaking, the stages are very quick and de¬ 
manding. We're up against a real challenge. It's vital to 
have good notes and to be in perfect sync with your co¬ 
driver to win."

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Skoda breaks 200mph barrier on Utah salt flats 


SKODA's Octavia vRS has become the lat¬ 
est member to join Bonneville's leg¬ 
endary 200 mph club. 

The 500 bhp 'salt spec' challenger - 
built to celebrate the tenth anniversary 
of the iconic vRS performance flagship 
badge - pushed its way through the 200 
mph barrier, four days ahead of schedule. 

In doing so the car, dubbed the 'vRS 
Bonneville Special', has become the 
fastest SKODA ever. 

The Octavia vRS achieved an impressive 
195.69 mph on its first run of the day. On 
the car's sixth official outing at Bonneville 
Speed Week (13-20), the Octavia vRS pro¬ 
pelled itself to an impressive 202.15 mph. 

Ahead of the event at the world famous 
salt flats the brand's UK technical team - 
who prepared the car in Milton Keynes - 
arrived in Salt Lake City, Utah to finalise 
months of hard work and preparation. 

In an environment where bhp is king 
and traction loss is your nemesis, the car 
underwent a rigorous dyno programme 
with the assistance of performance soft¬ 


ware and tuning outfit specialist REVO 
Technik. 

Driven by journalist Richard Meaden, 
the Octavia had demonstrated its poten¬ 
tial on Sunday, August 14th, powering its 
way to 191 mph securing all four speed 
licenses required before heading to the 
magical 200 mph barrier. 

Robert Hazelwood, Director for SKODA 
UK, said: "Months of rigorous planning, 
testing and preparation have all been 
worthwhile. 

"At 13:24 on Monday, August 15th, we 
took our Octavia vRS past the 200 mph 
barrier. The entire team has done an out¬ 
standing job. Our special thanks go to 
Richard on an incredible drive. 

"This marks another exciting milestone 
in the brand's motorsport achievements 
and is a great way to celebrate ten years 
of the vRS range and commemorate 110 
years of SKODA's participation in motor- 
sport." 

With four days remaining the team is 
now focusing their efforts on closing the 


gap on the 2.0-litre production car record 
which stands at 216 mph. 

The Octavia vRS Bonneville Special 

The car is a factory-fresh production 
Octavia vRS, with some changes made to 
improve aerodynamics and perform¬ 
ance. 

That includes lowering the ride height 
to run almost 80mm closer to the ground 
and a new sub-frame which houses a 


race prepared intercooler. It retains its 
production-standard 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der TSI petrol engine, with the standard 
turbo replaced with a large unit from re¬ 
spected component firm Garrett. 

Generating over 500 BHP, and produc¬ 
ing 30+ PSI of boost pressure, the Bon¬ 
neville Octavia vRS drinks high-octane 
race fuel (with water methanol mix) 
rather than unleaded petrol. 

The unique racer has been built to strin¬ 


gent Southern California Timing Associa¬ 
tion (SCTA) safety regulations, which 
means a reinforced roll cage, parachute, 
fire extinguishers and window cage. 

Since its launch in 2001, vRS has cap¬ 
tured the hearts of UK motorists who 
enjoy the thrill of sports car driving. 

Since then, the UK has become SKO- 
DA'slargest market for the Octavia and 
Fabia vRS with more than 12,000 cars 
sold since launch.

ANTHONY Jackson is on a mam¬ 
moth journey for charity across all 
sorts of terrain to the capital of 
Mongolia, on a Chinese built Sinnis 
Apache 125! 

So far he's ridden all the way from 
Goodwood in England 7,000 miles 
through 11 countries on his way to 
Mongolia. 

Currently Anthony and the 
Apache have made it to Barnaul - 
his last city in Russia before reach¬ 
ing the Mongolian border, saying"! 
travelled across France, Belgium, 
Germany then into the Czech Re¬ 
public, through Austria, Hungary, 
Slovakia, then Poland... Ukraine and 
now Russia." 

Riding as much as 14 hours in a 
day and covering as much as 2,500 
miles in just four days, both bike 
and rider are being tested like never 
before. 

He's been chased away from 
campsites and forced to wait at bor¬ 
ders for days as he chose not to pay 
the $1,000 to $2,000 fines for appar¬ 
ent'invalid paperwork'but he's kept 
his nerve and made it through with 
just the delay. 

The only issues he has had with 
the bike, apart from the school boy 
error of running out of fuel in Ger¬ 
many, has been with a fork leg. An¬ 
thony managed to damage it when 


servicing the bike in a car park, but 
was fortunate enough to get a re¬ 
placement part from a local dealer 
in the Ukraine. Very handy consid¬ 
ering he doesn't have a support ve¬ 
hicle. 

Describing the current leg of the 
Mongol Rally Anthony says: "Russia 
has been tough, hot, dirty, smoggy 
and literally thousands of trucks try¬ 
ing to push you out of the way! 

"Police everywhere, there's 
nowhere to buy food just filling sta¬ 
tions. I'm coughing up black dirt! 
I've covered most of southern Rus¬ 
sia in a few days, am very tired but 
bike's been great!" 

Anthony says the quality of the 
roads has been degenerating 
throughout the journey, and they

Bad weather hampers land speed record challenge

S INCE 1924 the Campbell family have 
used the Pendine sand in Carmarthen¬ 
shire, Wales as the home for their Bluebird 
record attempts. 

During the weekend of August 13th and 
14th, Don Wales - grandson of the cele¬ 
brated Malcolm Campbell and nephew of 
Donald Campbell - and his son Joseph re¬ 
turned to the iconic seven-mile stretch of 
beach in an attempt to add another entry 
to the history books. 

Organising a Land Speed Record attempt 
is an epic logistical feat before a wheel has 
even turned. 

The team has faced countless hurdles in 
their quest for speed; delayed component 
parts, cancelled runs, tight budgets, limited 
testing and too few hours in a day. 


Not to mention the inherently short win¬ 
dow of time between low tides at Pendine 
and the unpredictability of the weather. 

Saturday, August 13th wasn't just the 
2011 Bluebird Electric's first time on Pen¬ 
dine, it was only the second time Joe Wales 
had got behind the wheel of the vehicle. 

Weather conditions on the day hampered 
the exploratory runs but provided plenty of 
valuable experience for the young driver. 

A blue sky on Sunday put the Bluebird 
team in good spirits and Don was keen to 
give Joe the opportunity to enter the 
record books himself. 

Sadly, the return leg of a fast outward run 
was brought to a premature end. Limited 
visibility within the cockpit of Bluebird and 
an alarming slide towards the sea at speeds 


in excess of 10Omph caused the car to 
bounce severely on the uneven surface and 
hit a soft pothole of sand. 

The resulting impact damaged the 
bodyshell, steering components and dis¬ 
connected a bottom wishbone. 

Only Joe's natural talent for car control on 
soft sand and quick reactions meant the 
damage on impact was as minimal as it was 
and that Jo was un-harmed. 

"When you can't see the ground in front 
of you for 60 metres or 70 metres you're in 
trouble before you've seen it," said Don 
Wales after the accident. 

Unfortunately, incoming tides meant the 
car could not be repaired on site in time to 
run again. 

Bluebird Electric is the culmination of 
months of tireless effort from the engineers 
at Bluebird Automotive with valuable assis¬ 
tance from the University of Bristol, 
Swansea Metropolitan University and Tirius 
Ltd. 

Bluebird is powered by 300 Nickel-cad¬ 
mium Vented cell batteries, channelled into 
two Brushless permanent magnetic motors, 
each producing 200kW of peak power and 
a total of 1 lOONm peak torque. 

But Bluebird would not have even been 
able to attempt a record at Pendine if it 
weren't for support the support crew from 
the Discovery Owners Club and a team of 
volunteer Fodders who cleared the beach 
of debris before Bluebird could run. 

More than 50 enthusiasts gave up their 
weekend to ensure the beach - also used 
for live testing by the Ministry of Defence - 


was safe. The Bluebird team also want to 
thank everyone who turned up over the 
weekend to show their support, and spon¬ 
sors Castrol, Aggreko, Bluestone, Goodyear, 
Dura, Ford, Southern Springs, Dickies, Phase 
Vision and Honour Motorsport as well as 
the countless other local businesses who 
contributed to making the effort possible. 

Despite the unfortunate circumstances of 
the weekend, Don Wales remains optimistic 
that Bluebird Electric will return to Pendine 
for another shot at record breaking: "We'll 
take the car back to Pembroke Docks and 
see what need to be fixed and where we go 
from here. 

"We're a small team with a lot of volunteer 
help and severely struggling with finance. 
Hopefully we can secure sponsorship to en¬ 
sure the project still has life in it. But the 


important thing is that Joe is well." 

There will be a number of opportunities 
to see Bluebird after the Pendine Speed tri¬ 
als. The public can get up close with the ve¬ 
hicle at this year's Ecovelocity Low Carbon 
Motor Festival from the September 8th- 
11th at Battersea Power Station and on Re¬ 
gent Street as part of the RAC Future Car 
Challenge on Saturday, November 5th.

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Silverstone Classic sets new Jaguar record 



T HE 2011 Silverstone Classic 
(July 22nd-24th) broke 
many records, but the 
biggest accolade for the event 
comes after Guinness World 
Records confirmed that a new 
record was set for the 'largest pa¬ 
rade of Jaguar cars' when 767 
Jaguar E-types took part in a spe¬ 
cial parade lap of the Silverstone 
Grand Prix circuit. 

On-track, a total of 1,104 race 
car entries and a crowd of 80,000 
across the weekend ensured that 
the Silverstone Classic proudly 
lived up to its claim of being the 
'the world's biggest classic motor 
racing festival'. 

But that was only part of the 
story for this sensational event, as 
thousands of classic cars packed 
into the Silverstone infield to be 
part of the world's biggest cele¬ 


bration of automotive heritage. 

The 2011 event was the major 
celebration of the 50th birthday 
of the Jaguar E-type, first pro¬ 
duced in 1961. 

More than 1000 E-types were on 
site and the vast majority of these 
took to the Grand Prix circuit on 
Saturday for a unique parade. 

Although in excess of 800 E- 
types took to the famous grand 
prix track, the record of 767 is 
based on the number of partici¬ 
pating cars meeting the strict 
record verification criteria. 

Getting over 800 gleaming E- 
types on and off the Silverstone 
track presented a considerable lo¬ 
gistical challenge and the result 
was an unrivalled display of one 
of the most beautiful sports cars 
ever produced. 

Owners came from across Eu¬ 


rope, from North America, Mexico 
and Australia to take part in this 
once-in-a-lifetime event. 

Among the parade were some 
very special examples of the E- 
type. These included famous E- 
types with registration numbers 
9600 HP, 77 RW and 848 CRY as 
well as the Lindner/Nocker low- 
drag racer. 

9600 HP is the oldest surviving 
E-type and the only 1960 proto¬ 
type in existence. It was the orig¬ 
inal launch car, the 150 mph road 
test car and the subject of the 
book'The Most Famous Car in the 
World'. 

77 RW is the earliest surviving 
production roadster and an orig¬ 
inal press car. 

848 CRY was the twelfth road¬ 
ster produced and the most ac¬ 
tive racing E-type in 1961; it also 
appeared in the film The Italian 
Job . 

The Lindner/Nocker low-drag 
lightweight racer was one of the 
12 original Lightweight E-types, 
raced in 1963/64 by Peter Lindner 
and Peter Nocker and the subject 
of a famous recent restoration. 

However, the Silverstone Classic 
was not just about the Jaguar E- 
type as over 7,000 classic cars 
from 120 clubs filled the venue in 
a stunning display of automotive 
design, development and pas¬ 
sion. 

Many of the clubs present were 


celebrating anniversaries, includ¬ 
ing 75 years of the Bentley Driv- 
ers'Club, 25 years of the BMW M3 
with the BMW Car Club UK, 60 
years of the Morgan Sports Car 
Club, 75 years of the BMW 328 
with Historic BMW, 50 years of the 
Porsche Club GB and 50 years of 
Reliant sports cars with the Re¬ 
liant Sabre and Scimitar Owners' 
Club. 

"The whole Silverstone Classic 
weekend set many new records, 
both on and off the track," said 


event director Nick Wigley. 

"The icing on the cake is to have 
achieved a new Guinness World 
Record for the number of Jaguars 
on parade. 

"It was an incredible sight to see 
so many examples of the beauti¬ 
ful and iconic E-type four abreast 
stretching all around the full Sil¬ 
verstone Grand Prix circuit." 

• THE Silverstone Classic has 
firmly established as the world's 
biggest classic motor racing festi¬ 
val and celebrated its 21st an¬ 


niversary in style this summer 
with 80,000+ spectators and a 
record number of race entries to¬ 
taling more than 1,100 of the 
world's most iconic racing FI, GT, 
touring and sportscars from the 
past.

Premier League 

Weymouth 169 all out 

lost to Dorchester 173-4 by six wickets 

DORCHESTER duly completed the double over near neigh¬ 
bours Weymouth at Redlands as Pete Moxom hit his second 
big score in three innings to steer the county town to an 
easy six wicket victory. 

Moxom had scored 121 against Broadstone two weeks 
ago, and followed this up with a superb 84 after Michael 
Pearce (2-27) had trapped both Rob Waite and Shaun Little 
leg before wicket to leave Dorchester wobbling at 22-2 in 
reply to Weymouth's total of 169 all out. 

Some tight Dorchester bowling, initially from openers 
Dan Belt (2-26 from ten) and James Dunham (4-34 from 8.5) 
and then Little (1 -23) and Waite (1-28) in their ten over al¬ 
locations meant Weymouth were always struggling to set 
a good target. 

Both openers; Jim Ryall (1) and Kieron Womble (2) had 
departed with the score on 15, and although there were 
good contributions from Dean Janaway (20), skipper Tom 
England with a defiant 49, and Faraz Ulhaq (32), only 36 
extras help swell their total. 

In reply Moxom was joined by Belt (38 not out) and to¬ 
gether they put on 87 for the third wicket before Will McKay 
(2-25) bowled Moxom and then took a return catch off Lee 
Haynes (2) to leave Dorchester 113-4, but skipper Martyn 
Richards (25 not out) was not phased and he and Belt saw 
them home with 12 overs to spare. 

The result virtually ensures Dorchester will finish third in 
the Premier League, and although the Seasiders are dan¬ 
gerously near the bottom, it would need Ferndown Way¬ 
farers having to secure maximum points in their last two 
matches to have any chance at all of saving themselves. 

Division One 
Hamworthy Rec 201 -9 beat 
Weymouth 2nd 140 all out by 61 runs 

RELEGATED Weymouth 2nd's crashed to their 11th defeat 
of the season in a mediocre display against Hamworthy Rec 
who totalled 201 -9 before dismissing the Seasiders for 140. 

Division Two 

CRANBORNE 161 -9 BEAT BEAMINSTER 160 ALL OUT BY ONE WICKET 

A BOUNDARY off the penultimate ball of the match con¬ 
demned Beaminster to relegation at Cranborne. 

The visitors needed to win to keep their hopes of avoid¬ 
ing the drop for the third successive season, but after four 
dot balls Rickaby edged skipper Ross Baker's fifth ball to 
the boundary to secure Cranborne's Division Two status 
next season. 

Baker won the toss and decided to bat on a green wicket 
which was painfully slow with variable bounce, and al¬ 
though three of the top four batsmen; Fred Everitt (26), 
Simon Jones (31) and Colin Lloyd (31) all played well, they 
could not make a telling score. They, together with Baker 
(6) all fell to the combination of wicketkeeper Ingram (two 
caught, two stumped) off the bowling of Arnold (4-46), as 
Beaminster were finally bowled out for 160 all out off the 
last ball of their 45 allotted overs. 

Cranborne's openers played with freedom as runs flowed 
at the start of their reply, before Rich Runyard brilliantly ran 
out Payne (16), one of two batsmen he dismissed with di¬ 
rect hits. 

They too lost wickets regularly with Jones (3-28 off 12 
overs) the pick of the Beaminster bowlers as the game 
ebbed and flowed. However with four wanted for victory 
off the last over, it was Cranborne were celebrating a 
reprise. 

Baker said:"We had our chances and it is a game we could 
have won, but we don't have the confidence to finish it off. 
It's the story of our season I guess; we are just not clinical 
enough."

LOST TO WlMBORNE & COLEHILL 2ND 184-1 BY NINE WICKETS 

DORCHESTER 2nds dropped two places towards the bot¬ 
tom of the league following their heavy defeat to Wim- 
borne & Colehill 2nds who along with Cranborne, winners 
against Beaminster, climb above them. 

After a promising start to the season, the county town 
have lost six of the last eight completed matches and whilst 
they cannot be relegated, will be disappointed with their 
recent form. 

Division Three 
BRIDPORT 56 ALL OUT 

lost to Martinstown 57-3 by seven wickets 

A DEVASTATING spell of bowling from stand-in captain 
Danny Dancer ripped the heart out of Bridport's batting, 


and then to rub salt into the wounds of his hosts he then 
steadied the Martinstown reply after Ashley Nicholls (3-16) 
hit back with three quick wickets. 

Dancer was almost unplayable as he took 5-4 from five 
overs, three of them maidens. 

Bridport had started steadily with Liam Toohill (26) and 
captain Mark Smith (6) putting on 30 for the first wicket, 
but the introduction of Dancer supported by Matt Camp 
(5-17 from seven overs) brought immediate dividends as 
Bridport were dismissed for just 56 in 19 overs with Wes 
Lewis (10) the only other player to get into double figures. 

In reply Martinstown lost Ed Nichols and Stuart Fry for 
ducks in a Nicholls double wicket maiden that left them 0- 
2, but with Henry Lewis digging in by staying undefeated 
with 6 not out from 63 balls, it allowed Sam Kershaw (15) 
and Dancer to ensure the visitors maintained their second 
spot and condemned Bridport to relegation. 

Injured Martinstown skipper Nick Quintrell said: "After 
overnight rain Danny had no hesitation in deciding to field 
and unsurprisingly both Chris and Stuart got the new ball 
to bounce and nip about. 

"Liam Toohill in particular looked in good touch at the top 
of the order but it was a pitch that nobody could feel secure 
on. Matt Camp and Danny came into the attack and got the 
ball to swing and nip around and Bridport collapsed from 
30-0 to 56 all out in the space of 11 overs. Our bowling was 
once again immaculate and our fielding close to, with six 
catches from six chances. 

"Bridport had no option but to attack and Ashley Nichols 
was worthy of his three wickets but Henry held his end up 
and Sam and Danny scored the required runs with little 
cause for panic.This result keeps us well in the hunt for pro¬ 
motion and we are hopeful of finishing the season in style." 

A dejected Smith who announced that he would be 
standing down as captain after his last game of the season 
next week said: "After a good couple of weeks with the bat 
we returned to the poor batting again.

Despite this they only lost by four wickets with only 
three overs left in a fascinating game which included five 
catches for the opposition captain Chris Campbell and a 
majestic 41 from Dorchester's 13-year-old wicketkeeper 
Will Caldwell. 

Batting first Dorchester were soon 22-2 against the fiery 
Christchurch opening bowlers, and it was the senior heads 
of Jae Miller and George Thomas who batted sensibly to 
see off the opening pair. However the partnership was bro¬ 
ken with the score on 57 with the introduction of spin from 
Pete Etheridge who had Miller well caught by Campbell at 
mid off. Thirty runs were added between Thomas (27) and 
Will Caldwell (41) before the former was again well caught 
by Campbell diving forward at mid-off. 

Dorchester soon found themselves 97-6 as the spin of 
Etheridge (3-13) bamboozled the young middle order. It 
was only Will Caldwell who stroked the ball around with 
great maturity, farming the bowling despite his tender age, 
who was able to score freely. Caldwell was eventually out 
for an excellent 41 when he top edged a sweep to the ad¬ 
mirable Christchurch wicketkeeper James Dear. Captain 
Pete Tucker (12) and debutant Matt Stevens (3) added 20 
valuable runs at the end of the Dorchester innings. 

Dorchester's teenage attack of Taylor Quinten and Matt 
Stevens both struck early, dismissing both Christchurch 
openers with the score on 32; both catches being taken by 
Will Caldwell behind the stumps. A 50un partnership was 
added by the experienced Neil Marsh (33) and Mai Rat- 
nakumar (42) before the latter was well caught by Dan Mor¬ 
ris off Sam Roles. CallumTucker (2-31) then struck twice to 
remove the middle order to leave the visitors 94-5, Caldwell 
snapping up a smart catch standing up to the wicket and 
the Tucker father and son combination accounting for the 
other. The young Dorchester team smelt a chance of victory 
when the leg spin of Luke Voss eventually saw the end of 
Marsh with the score on 109-6. 

With thirty runs needed for victory it was Glen Harvey 
who hit a quickfire 30 to claim the victory for Christchurch.

The find of the season so far has 
to be batsmen-wicketkeeper Will Caldwell, who in only his 
second match scored 41 without giving a chance, and then 
took three good catches behind the stumps.
